OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Dorchester: 

I  am  pleased  to  present  my  first  annual  report  as 
superintendent  of  the  schools  of  Dorchester.

The  figures  in  the  tables  above  largely  explain  them- 
selves. The  unusually  low  number  of  tardy  marks  is 
especially  commendable.  The  cost  per  pupil  in  the 
elementary  schools  is  higher  than  that  of  more  than  half 
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the  towns  of  the  state.  The  consolidating  of  the  North 
Dorchester  and  Cheever  schools  should  effect  a  saving 
this  year.  Of  the  pupils  enrolled  in  the  school  twelve 
are  tuition  paying  pupils  from  Groton.  In  addition  to 
the  children  in  the  Cheever  school  there  is  one  from 
Dorchester  attending  the  elementary  school  in  Canaan 
and  one  attending  the  high  school  in  Plymouth. 

The  building  now  in  use  seems  to  be  well  equipped 
and  for  the  most  part  comfortable.  There  are,  however, 
two  things  that  would  improve  it :  the  straightening  of 
the  floor,  and  the  addition  of  chemical  toilets.
